Philip C. Carter furnishes some 
interesting comparisons in answer 
to that (lue.stion. Like $100,0o0,- 
000 it is such a vast total that 
it is almost impossible for che av¬ 
erage per.son to comprehend. 

“Thus when we first learned 
rhat four .stock Studehaker Pres¬ 
ident Eight automobiles had each 
traveled 30,000 miles in substan¬ 
tially less than 30,000 minutes, we 
admired the long, swift flight of 
these cars. But the full meaning 
of the accomplishment was not 
apparent until we really began to 
figure out what distance 30,000 
miles represents. 

“In the first place there are 
comparatively few motorists who 
drive their cars 30,000 miles in 
two years. But the mileage i.s 
accumulated bit by bit—so grad¬ 
ually, in fact, that simply trans¬ 
lating 30,000 miles into two years’ 
driving still does not give any 
real conception of the distance. 

“It is not until we look at a 
map of the world that we begin 
to .«pe what the.se four cars ac¬ 
complished in setting new world’s 
records for sustained speed and 
endurance. 

“Start on the foitieth parallel, 
which passes almost thru Phila¬ 
delphia, and follow it east across 
the .Atlantic ocean. Cross Spain, 
continue on across the Mediter¬ 
ranean Sea to Italy, across the 
.Adriatic into Greece, then Turkey, 
Rus.-ia, Turkestan, thru the moun¬ 
tain fastness of Mongolia, then 
into Korea, Japan and across the 
huge expanse of the Pacific to the 
United States. Carry on acro.ss 
the states back to the starting 
point, and you have gone only a 
little more than half way. Start 
the same route again and you will 
have to go all the way across 
.Asia again—almost to Korea, be¬ 
fore you have traced the distance 
these four cars have covered at 
sustained average speeds ranging 
from 64 to 68 miles per hour. 

“Then think how long it would 
take to cover that distance in ac¬ 
tual travel, and the result would 
be a tangible impression of the 
30,000 miles the President Eignts 
traveled in their unwearied flight 
on the Atlantic City Speedway.”

’ Valley airport site at El Monte 
was jfiven at a conference held 
la.st Thursday night between mem¬ 
bers of the San Gabriel Valley 
I Development Association, the Re¬ 
gional Planning Commission and 
the Los Angeles chamber of com- 
^ merce. The meeting was held at 
the University Club, Los Angeles, 
j -Mayor William J. J.awless was

tions to express the sentiment of 
the meeting. As a result of this 
committee’s recommendation an 
executive committee of twenty j 
will be named, who shall add 
thirty others to their number to 
promote complete plans and pre- 
.sent them to the board of super-

Experts on aviation, including 
a special committee of investiga- 1 
tion named by the Lo.s Angeles j 
chamber of commerce, gave the i 
valley site the highest rating of 
any site in the vicinity of Los 
Angeles. They took into consider¬ 
ation topography, geography, 
drainage, highways and railway 
transportation. It is the plan to 
make the site one of the great 
airports, not only for the entire 
valley but for Los Angeles.
